It is with regard to the former of these two great elements of 
national prosperity that we propose to make some observations, 
because it appears not only from the language of the press, 
but from reports which are generally circulated, that the true results 
of the Balance Sheet which was published a few lays ago, have been 
much misunderstood and misrepresented. A cursory view of the 
accounts of the year has left an impression with many that there 
is a deficiency of income as compared with expenditure of no 
less than 21,141,000/, and it has been consequently concluded that 
a large loan exceeding that amount would necessarily be made 


forthwith, in order, first, to pay this deficiency, and next, to de- 
fray the ac deficiency of the current quarter. This assump- 
tion is based upon an entire misconception. In another place we 
publish the Balance Sheet as presented to Parliament ; by refer- 
ence to which it will be seen that the accounts are divided into 
| two parts :—the first showing the income of the year from all 
| sources of revenue, and the entire expenditure under all heads 
whatever. By this account it is shown that the entire proceeds, 
from all the ordinary branches of revenue, were 63,564,606, while 
| the entire expenditure of the year was as follows :—

According to these figures, there would appear upon the nine 
months to be a deficiency of about 2,000,000/ upon the expected 
proceeds of the various branches of public revenue, but, as we 
shall show, this is more apparent than real.

LocaL DuTIEs UPON SHIPPING. 


In the Commons, on Monday, Mr Lowe obtained leave to bring in a 
bill for the abolition of passing tolls and the regulation of local dues upon 
shipping. After alluding to the improvements already made in this part 
of our commercial code, and to the large amount of the |i 
| upon shipping,— including, besides passing tolls, t 
| and special taxes,—he proceeded to explain the nature of these various 
dues. Some of them, he contended, were not only unjust in principle, 
but they operated prejudically to the ports where they were levied, by 
deterring vessels from entering them. In other instances the funds were 
| expended for objects entirely unconnected with shipping or maritime 
purposes. It was proposed to deal with this taxation in the following 
manner :—The passing tolls, which rested, he said, upon no ground of 
justice or policy, it was intended to abolish, making provision for the 
discharge of debt incurred upon the security of the tolls. It was pro- 
posed likewise to give powers to do away with a portion of the town 
dues, transterring the remainder to the Government, respecting the 
| rights of creditors, but apportioning the debt between the dues retained 
and the municipal funds, The charity dues it was intended to deal with 
in an analogous manner, abolishing some and administering the rest 
through the instrumentality of the Government. Other dues would be 
dealt with in a special manner, compensations being given in certain 
cases of abolition. The result would be an ultimate relief of shipping 
from a burden of about 200,000/, and at the same time the getting rid of 
the obnoxious principle of allowing one portion of the community to tax 
another.

ENCUMBERED FstaTEs Court (IrRFLAND). 

Mr J. D. Fitzgerald has introduced a bill into the Commons to abolish 
the Encumbered Estates Court in Ireland, to enlarge the jurisdiction of 
| the Court of Chancery in Ireland, increase its power, and reform its pro- 
| cedure. The saving by the sbolition of the Encumbered Estates Court 
| and of four Masters in Chancery, he said, would: be 30,429/ per an- 
num; the expense of the new machinery established by the bill would 
be 16,760/ per annum, and the life compensations 13,383/; so that the 
alterations would cost the country nothing, and ultimately, by the falling 
in of the life compensations, there would be a saving of 14,000 a year 
After adverting to the enormous amount of business disposed of in six 
years by the Encumbered Estates Court, and to the benefit it had con- 
ferred on the ccuntry, he stated the reasons assigned by the commis- 
sioners, in their report, for putting an end to that tribunal and for trans 
ferring its jurisdiction to the Court of Chancery under an amended pro- 
cedure, with the assistance of two Vice-Chancellors and with an Appel 
late Court. The bill he proposed to introduce carried out the recom- 
mendations of the commissioners, abolishing the Encumbered Estates 
Court, investing the Court of Chancery in Ireland with its jurisdiction, 
reforming and simplying the procedure of this Court, abolishing the 
Masters, appointing two Vice-Chancellors, and constituting a court of 
Appeal from each of the equity judges. It was proposed likewise very 
materially to reduce, and ultimately to abolish, the fees and stamps now 
paid on proceedings in the Court. 

CRIMINAL TRIALS. 

In the Lords, on Tuesday, the first reading of a bill to enable he Court 
of Queen’s Bench, in cases where a prisoner wou!d, in the opinion of the 
Court, not have a fair trial at assizes, to remove it into the Central 
Criminal Court, was agreed to. By atrial at bar, the noble mover ob- 
served, a case could be moved into the Court of Queen’s Bench; but 
whether into the Central Criminal Court was at present doubtful. The 
Central Criminal Court was by far the most competent tribunal for such 
a purpose, and he thought that no doubt ought to remain any longer 
respecting the existence of the power required. The bill proposed to 
enable the Queen’s Bench, or the indicters of any person, to remove

From Birmingham, we have the following in reference to the trade 


in hardware :—*‘The manufacturers engaged in the staple trades concur 
in reporting that the year has commenced favouralhly; and the factors 
are beginning to be busy. The pearl and military button trades are 
both brisk; in the former more men are wanted than can be obtained. 
The lamp and chandelier rsanufacture is tolerably active ; indeed, taken 
as a whole, business is in quite as healthy a condition as it usually isin 
the month of January. The sword cutlers are still busy on Government 
work. Our foreign trade has slightly improved. Australian orders 
have been given out; and a small batch has been received from the 
United States. The German trade is rather brisker; there are orders 
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from the East Indies in town; and the Mediterranean trade remains 
tolerably good. As far as can be gleaned from the merchants, letters, 
there appears to be every probability of the foreign trade continuing to 
improve, unless political occurrences of an untoward character ensue, 
and operate as a check upon it. 


The suspension of Messrs John Scott Russell and Co. has been an- 
nounced. Their liabilities are stated to amount to 180.0001.

Much anxiety is expressed by the merchants connected with the 
Russian trade to learn if the contemplated armistice is tu involve while 
it lasts the absence of a blockade of the Baltic ports. According to re- 
port, the time to which it will extend will be the 3lst of March, and 
the probability is that between its commencement and that period all 
the ports of Russia from Revel southward will be perfectly open for 
navigation.

A letter from St Petersburg, of January 13, says :—‘* Russian merchan- 
dise, especially tallow and hemp, indispensable, it seems, to the foreigners, 
have been during the lest few days asked for in enormuus quantities, 
and the price has gone up with unparalleled rapidity.” 

Statistical returns show the following increase in the export trade of 
Belfast during the last five years:—Linen manufactures of 28, Cotton 
manufactures 26, flax 118, tow 85, breadstuffs 420, cured provisions 
108, butter 20, lard 117 per cent. In the total imports an increase of 
29 per cent. in five years, and of particular articles we find an increase 
in woollens of 43, and haberdashery 33 per cent. in 3 years; breadstuffs 
19, sugar 32, tea 49, and coals 13 per cent. in 5 years; a decrease in 
cotton goods of 22, muslins 2, and wood goods 30 per cent.in 5 years. 

The Revue Franco Italienne gives some interesting details as to the pro- 
duction of raw silk and silk goods in Italy. The produce of Lombardy 
and Piedmont alone gives an ensemble of 26,222,589 kilogrammes of 
cocoons, being more than that of allthe other parts of Italy together. 
The Lombardo-Venetian kingdom produces more than the whole of the 
rest of Europe. The annual production of co is estimated at 
51,501,93) kilos, of the value of 213,062,084f. It is calculated that 
51,999,051 kilos of cocoons produce 4,195,758 kilos of raw silk, of the

value of 233,138,759f, which, deducting expenses, leaves a net profit of 
19,759,437f. 

The freight market is quiet, the demand for tonnage being very 
limited, and the supply by no means abundant. Very little alteration, 
therefore, is observable in current rates. In the East India trade we 
can report engagements during last week at 6/ for the round—Wales 
to China and back—and this rate is still offered for smart vessels; Ran- 
goon, 6/, taking cvals out free from the Tyne or Clyde; Mauritius, 4/ 
10s out from and back to London; Calcutta, 5/ 10s, out and home, 
taking coals from the Tyne, Wales, Birkenhead, or C'yde ; Bombay to 
Genoa or Trieste, 4/ 10s; London to Rangoon and Moulmein and back 
to United Kingdom, 6/ 10s for the round. There is also a slight demand 
for vessels to load general cargoes in London for Aden, Bombay, Madras, 
Calcutta, Kurrachee, &c., at lump sums, according to capacity for stow- 
age. This inquiry is chiefly for the export of railway iron and beer, of 
which there is a large quantity to go forward. Outward coal freights to 
the East Indies are firmer; the quotations will be found below. Austra- 
lian freights are flatter, but without any actual decline in rates—about 
3/ 10s per ton register is offered for suitable vessels to load on the berth 
for Adelaide, Port Phillip, or Sydney. The Emigration Commissioners 
did not charter last week, but advertise for a vessel for Sydney, to be 
tendered on Thursday next. In the West India trade there is no altera- 
tion of importance. There is a litte more inquiry for Havana, out and home 
from Wales, at 75s for the round; for timber, 77s 6d per load is offered 
from Patook and Great River, in the Mosquito territory, to London; 80s 
Belize to Rouen ; 90s Goazocoalcos to United Ringdom, &c. In the Medi- 
terranean trade freights are very dull. Since the commencement of negoti- 
ations for peace, the export of coal has diminished, and rates of freight 
declined, and homeward business is at a stand still until the question of 
peace is settled. Present quotations for coals from Troon are—To Corfu, 
30s; Salonica, 37s ; Ragusa, 35s; Malta, 27s; Bosphorus, 37s; option 
of Black Sea, 42s and 47s; or from Liverpool, 28 less in all cases. ‘here 
are orders for one or two large vessels to load at Liverpool for Constan- 
tinople direct, 30s. There is very little offering homewards. Vessels 
under 120 tons can be fixed at 75s per ton of oil from Corfu, taking 
Coals out free: sulphur from Sicily, 23s; beans from Alexandria, 5s 6d 
to 6s, &c., &c. The prospects of peace have occasioned some inquiry 
among the Russian merchants for tonnage, but at present no rates of 
freight are mentioned.
